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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendments filed 4/20/09 fail to overcome the rejections set forth in 
the office action mailed 4/23/09, which are maintained below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. Claims 1 -5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being unpatentable 
anticipated by Ross. 

This rejection is adequately set forth in paragraph 3 of the office action mailed 
1/23/09, which is incorporated here by reference. 

3. Claims 1-6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Cottman. 

This rejection is adequately set forth in paragraph 4 of the office action mailed 
1/23/09, which is incorporated here by reference. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. Claims 7-9 and 1 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ross in view of Gubler. 

This rejection is adequately set forth in paragraph 7 of the office action mailed 
1/23/09, which is incorporated here by reference. 



Response to Arguments 
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5. Applicant's arguments filed 4/20/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With respect to the rejections over Ross and Ross in view of Gubler, 
applicant argues that the products are not liquid. This is not persuasive for several 
reasons. Firstly, the immediate product of the reaction of Ross, prior to crystallization or 
the cinnaminate compound, is in fact a liquid. Also, the claim does not specify at which 
temperature the product is liquid. Applicant points to Gubler's reporting of a melting 
point as proof that the compounds are solid, but this is actually evidence that the 
compounds can be converted to liquid. 

With respect to the rejection over Cottman, applicant asserts that the product of 
Cottman does not meet the limitations of the claimed product, but does not provide 
evidence that the product of Cottman cannot be formed by reaction of the claimed 
reactants.
